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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 



2. Claims 32 and 35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The newly recited "guide" and "computer" are 
considered new matter. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 15-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Santini in view of Making Simple Musical Instruments. 

Santini discloses the use of a musical instrument (1 ) comprising a surface, 
wherein at least part of the surface has a regular or an irregular surface with wavy 
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ribbing (see figure 1) that guides a playing aid (see figure 4), two combinable modules 
comprising opposite sired and a coupling on each of the sites that can be rigidly 
connected (see figure 3) using adhesive (column 3, lines 45-50). 

Santini does not disclose the specific elements as disclosed by the applicant. 

Making Simple Musical Instruments discloses the use of a musical instrument 
wherein at least part of the surface has a regular or an irregular surface with wavy 
ribbing, where the ribbing is between .001 mm and 250 mm. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify the device as disclosed by Santini with the ribbing as 
disclosed by Making Simple Musical Instruments in order to achieve a specific tonal 
quality. 

4. Claims 24-26, 28-31 , 33, and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Santini in view of Making Simple Musical Instruments and Gilbert 

Santini and Making Simple Musical Instruments do not disclose the use modules 
that can be connected. 

Gilbert discloses the use of ribbed modules that can be connected (column 2, 
lines 20-25). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify the instrument as disclosed by Santini with the ribs as 
disclosed by Making Simple Musical Instruments in order to provide a device with 
symmetry. 
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5. Claims 23 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Santini 
and Making Simple Musical Instruments in view of Schmoyer. 

Santini does not disclose the use of frequencies associated with colors. 

Schmoyer discloses the use of a musical instrument that associated frequencies 
with colors (column 9, lines 3-5). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify the musical instrument as disclosed by Santini with the 
waves as disclose by Making Simple Musical Instruments and the colors as disclosed 
by Schmoyer in order to aid a player in achieving a desired sound. 

6. Claims 27 and 34 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

7. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 15,16,18-26,28-33,35 and 36 have 
been considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
